the first way of gaining religious know- 
hledge. If you apply every little knowledge 
you gain to practice, you will soon become 
a gicater proficient in religious knowledge 
than if you had applied yourself with the 
greatest attention to the knowledge of it, 
and left the practice of it out of the ques- 
tion. If any man will do Goa’s will, he 
shall know of the doctrine whether it be of 
God. Besides we are not so liable to error 
Right 
and wrong are much clearer ideas than 
truth and falsehood, 


in practice as we are in knowledge. 


A well intentioned 
mind may be ied into enthusiasm, or super- 
stition, but cannot so casily be led into 
wickedness.

MILITIA FINES. 

A resolution was submitted on the 3d. 
inst. in the Senate of Pennsylvania, by 
Mr. Wurts, calling for information rela- 
tive to fines incurred by the delinquent 
militia of this state, during the late war. 
The resolution was agreed to, and the Se- 
cretary of State, in obedience thereto, has 
yiven a statement of the proceedings in this 
vexatious business. It appears that 20,387 
men were placed under the orders of the 
United States, and that the amount of fines 
incurred by citizens of Pennsylvania, for 
non-performance of militia duty, amounts 
to $294,974 !! 

In 1818, Thomas Sergeant, then secre- 
tary of state, applied to the officers of the 
general government for information whe- 
ther the power of remitting the fines of 
delinquents was vested in the President of 
the U. States, or the governor of the state ; 
in teply, it was piven as the wish of the 
president that the governor should cxer- 
cise that power. 

The executive of this state has remitted 
$34,152 24 cents of the fines above stated, 





leaving: a balance of SLE0,842 76 cents un- 
accounted for, in the hands of the Mar- 
shals and ther deputies. 

A joint resolution has been introduced 
inthe Legislature, requesting our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress to bave a 
law passed authorising the payment of 
these fines into the State Treasury.

CONGRESS. 

The congressional debates at Washing: | 
ton are daily assuming a character of great | 
national interest. We congratulate our 
own growing and prosperous republic, that 
the Pennsylvania delegation is not behind 
the deputation from any other common- 
wealth in point of political talent. This 
State is, we believe, as ably and faithfully 
represented as the utmost desire of its citi- 
zens could wish it to be, and, we look at 
the reports of the debates with an enthusi- 
astic pride and pleasure. Our own imme- 
diate fellow citizen, Mr. Sergeant, we per- 
ceive is pushing to maturity the long desir 
ed Bankrupt Bill, which it is conjectured 
will pass both Houses, with a conciliating 
amendment. 

In the Senate a very animated debate is 
going forward upon the resolution of Mr. 
Johnson of Kentucky, to amend tne consti- 
tution of the United States, so as to erect 
that branch of the national Legislatare into 
a Court of Appeals, to decide finaliy all 
causes, to which either of the states may be 
a party, or to which they may desire to be- 
ceme a party. Col. Johnson has been very 


ed to be-followed in the discussion by Mr. 
Pinkney of Maryland, in opposition to his 
resolution. We have before this timc, heard 
that genticman’s sentiments expressed in 
his usual style of brilliant eloquence, upon 
the interposition of Legislative acts, after 
the decisions of a judiciary tribunal. A case

Arrival of the Shark.—Vhe U.%. schr. 
Shark, M. C. Perry, Esq. commander, 
whose arrival below we mentioned yester- 
day aftertoon, by the steam boat Nautilus. 

‘Tae Shark os from a cruise of 162 days 
mong the Canaries, Cape de Verds, coast 
of Africa, and last from the West Indies, 
and has been 150 days at sea. 

The Shark left Sierra Leone Nov. Ist.— 
Ihe colonists were then all well. ‘They 
were stliat Guarny Bay. The slave trade 
s sull carried on with yreat activity under 
biench, Portuguese, Spanish and Dutch 
The mortality had been very great 
on the coast of Africa; durmg the hist year 
u wards of two-thirds of the white Kuro- 
pean and American emigrants had died,— 
Tre British cruizers had suffered very se- 
verely, particularly in officers. Mr. Winn 
and wile, Rev. Mr. Andrus, and six of the 
blacks, dicd in July and August, 

The Shark boarded agrest many Guinea 
men on the coast, some of which she de- 
tained some time, one of them a French 
schr. of 78 tons, with 153 slaves on board ; 
but not an American was to be heard ol, 
and it was pretty well ascertamed that there 
are no Americab ciuzen at presept engaged 
in the traffic. 

The following slave vessels were boarded 
in the month of July, off Cape Mount, at 
Old Calabar, Lagos Roads, and in the river 
Calabar, by the Snapper, British briy of 
war; French schooners L’Etincelle, Aud- 
bert, from Bordeaux; L’Hypolite, H. Du- 
preyes, from Martinique ; brig Neptune, 
Duvaynes, fiom Cayenne, Portuguese 
ship Mercury, from St. Salvador; brigs 
Bonifere, from Lisbon ; Bonea Hora, Ali- 
ana, abd Strellay from: St. Salvador; schr. 
Conceicad, from do. and Spanish schr. Del 
Carmen, from Havanna. It was supposed, 
upon the most moderate calculation, the 
above vessels would carry from the coast 
at least 6000 slaves; in addition, the Myr-
